Conners Highway is a magnificent

When land is bought as an“invest- 
ment” it means that it was bought 
under its value og that the next occu- 
pan will be a tenant or a man who paid 
an extorted price, 

The clearing of ten acres of raw land, 
wresting it from unproductiveness and 
putting it to crops, is of far more im- 
Portance than the sale of ten times that 
arca to an owner who continues to be 
à non-resident.

TALLAHASSEE LETTER 


By Thomas Hunter. 

On the right side of the , main 
trance corrider of the capitol, airy, 
spacious and with every up-to-date ap- 
purtenance in desks, cabinets and cases, 
is the suite of the department of agri- 
culture. It was there at four o'clock in 
the alternoon of Tuesday, July st, 
that, by appointment, I met Mr. C .B. 
Gwynn, the clerk of the land division. 

During the past three years, I had 
addressed many enquiry letters'to Mr. 
Guwynn, and I was always able to count 
on xeceiving a prompt, pointed and 
considerate reply. The order and 
method that evidently prevails around 
Mr. Gwynn and his staff give a readily 
discernible explanation of this, To con- 
duct the correspondence required for 
replying to advices and queries from 
widely-scattered letter-writers demands 
a historical knowledge of individual 
cases often dating back for many years, 
to conclude the transaction of every 
Jand deal ;to care for the payments as 
they become due, and to maintain the 
records is a task for the public servnt 
of special experience and eminent care- 
fulness, 

Februry 1927 will mark the attain- 
ment of Mr. Gwynn's jubilee of fifty 
years of tlerical service jn the offices at 
the state capitol, the last forty-five of 
which will have been spent in his pres- 
ent capacity as the clerk of the land di- 
ision of the department of agriculture. 
merit and faithful service alone 
Mr. Gwynn has been able to retin his 
responsible position under a long suc- 
cession of administrations, Mr. Gwynn 
is a native of Tallahass His an- 
cestors were of the hardy pioneers who 
transferred their domicile from the 
mountains of Wales to those of Ken- 
tucky, tater on accompanying General 
Andrew Jackson when he came to Flor- 
ida to control the Seminoles, Hither- 
to, except for the brief vacations of an 


en- 


office man, Mr. Gwynn- has. spent _ his 
life in his romantic native town, the 


place chosen by g.committee of the leg- 
islature over andre years ago on 
account of fts rare beauty af hill and 
glen. Here he received his/ education, 
here he found his wife, here he ' raised 
his family, and here lie may be seen 
every Sabbath day..a devoted office- 
bearer of the church Episcopal. But 
Mr, Gwynn cherishes an ambition yet 
to be fulfilled. Some day, as the ex- 
commissioner of agriculture, the Hon. 
W. A-McRae, has already done, he 
intends to mové his home into the less 
electric Summers and the warmer win- 
ters of Palm Beach and there to enjoy 
a well-carned period of freedom to 
follow his special tastes in literature 
and recreation. 

Seated beside Mr. Gwynn't desk- we 
began ‘to talk about deeds, mortgages 
and notes , In answer to my query 
Mr. Gwynn explained that two' yeats 
ago the interest rate on all new issues 
of notes had been raised irom 6 per 
cent to 8 pet cent, and on delinquent 
notes from\8 per cent to 10 per cent.

y: and so, in order to provide 
centive-to the buyer to pay the 
principal as early as possible, the In- 
ternal Improvement Board agreed upon 
the high interest policy, The financial 
integrity of'the Everglades landowners 
is a matter of record in the remarkable 
fact that in all the sixteen years that 
have elapsed since 1908.- when the 
board first began to sell Everglades 
land}, the board has never yet been 


driven to the extremity, of foreclosing 
an Everglades mortgage. -The unwrit- 
ten rule is that “if a debtor tries to do 


ithe right thing by the state of Florida, 


he may feel assured that the state of 
Florida will do the right thing by him.”

OUR PAUPER SCHOOLS 
The county officials, including the 
school authorities who have their of- 
|fices in West.Palm Beach, have not 
displayed even an elementary  under- 
standing of the need of more funds for 
the public schools. As individuals they 
may say that they expect great pro- 
gress in Palm Beach county but as 
public ol als they seem not to know 
that if the county increases in popula- 
tion there will be call for more school 
houses and more equipmerit and more 
teachers and that these cannot be had 
if there is not more moncy. 
„The schools are in the same situa- 
tion as roads—it takes all of ‘the pres- 
ent revende to maintain them, There 
cannot be more roads and schools un- 
less there is more money. ]t appears 
that bonds can be voted for roads— 
whenever there is disposition to vote 
them—but it is claimed that more 
bonds'cannot be voted for schools. The 
Everglades News believes that^ more 
money can be had for the schools if 
the tax assessor and the school board 
and the county commissioners will ap- 
ply themselves to the problem. à 
Pending the time when public money 
is provided to meet the needs of the 
public schools there will have to be 
community and individual effort. The 
people of the Everglades may as well 
understand it now as later that if they 
do not provide money to supplement 
the funds from taxes their schools will 
suffer. 1 
Down at Homestead the-people were 
wp against the situation we shall have 
to face here in the Everglades; and the 
Homestead Luncheon Club bravely met 
the situation, Work was needed on the 
grammar school grounds; the Lunch- 
con Club members did the work. They 
did it in ome day by all of thém going 
to it. “Professional men, merchants 
and other residents ran a rack crusher, 
hauled rock and spread rock and made 
a driveway high above the level in 
which water used to stand after rains. 
The whole. system of “providing in- 
come for schools in Florida is scandal- 
ous. a relic of the days when the slave- 
holding tradition: was “against the pub- 
lic’ schools, The result is that even an 
old community like Homestead cannot 
get enough tax money forAits schools, 
If - Homestead cannot maintain” its 
school property on the portion of pub- 
lic funds alloted, we canriot be certain 
we shall have enough money for schools 
in the new district of the 
We must look to the time 
dividuals we will have to 
keep our schools running properly.
